ADEN, Feb, 12 (UP)—Royal 
Air Force Shackleton. bombers 
and Venom jet fighters reduced 
the village of Danaba in the 
western Aden protectorate to 
ruins today after warning rebel 
tribesmen to get out. 

Danaba was’ occupied by dis- 
sident tribesmen who ambushed 
a platoon of Cameron Highland- 
ers Feb. 4, killing two and 
wounding six, two of them 
seriously. 

Sixty per cent of the village 
was wiped out as four bombers 
dropped 93 500-pound bombs 
and 12 Venom fighters fired 72 
rockets.

The secretary general's dis- 
cussion on “collective meas- 
ures’—the Charter term for 
sanctions and other punitive 
action—dealt mainly with the 
legal aspects. 

He pointed out that such 
actions normally would come 
under the Security Council, 
which has the power to take de-.- 
cisions binding on all U.N, 
members. The Council, how- 
ever, dropped the Middle East 
problem after British and 
French vetoes last fall blocked 
its efforts to act. 

Hammarskjold said that in 
some cases Assembly action, al- 
though only in the form of rec- 
ommendations, might be useful 
in emphasizing certain princi- 
ples of the charter and might 
thus be accepted as an obliga- 
tion.

lator to find out what a reason- 
able market price is.” 

“This is a better bill than the 
Harris-Fulbright bill only in 
length and legal draftsmanship,” 
the source said. “It clearly ex- 
empts producers, which is an 
odd form of regulation. It will 
hurt the consumer by prohibit- 
ing the FPC from considering 
the producers’ costs. If you can’t 
consider the. producers’ eco- 
nomic needs, you don’t have 
regulation.” 

Another source said there was 
no indication at the meetings 
when and by whom the proposed 
legislation would be introduced. 
Asked if there was any infer- 
ence of White House interven- 
tion in the drafting of the mea- 
sure, the source replied: 

“It was generally felt that the 
White House would like to have 
a bill that would make every- 
body in the industry happy. The

‘Will Not Lend My Vote.’ 

Fulbright declared that he 
“will not lend my vote to fur- 
ther the erosion of the power 
of this Senate.” 

However, Fulbright said that 
since the resolution had been 
offered, he believes it advis- 
able “to announce now that if 
the international Communist 
movement tries to expand its 
influence in the Middle East 
by force, the United States 
would regard such action as a 
threat” to its security ‘and 
would take appropriate action 
to repel such force.” 

Accordingly, Fullbright said 
he was willing to vote for ‘‘an 
advisory resolution” — without 
force of law—“express the 
Senate’s support of the si- 
dent’s policy of opposing the 
expansion of Communist influ- 
ence in the Middle East.” 

O’Makaney urged the com- 
mittees to write into the reso- 
lution language that would “re- 
quire the redemption of the 
President’s pledge of continued 
contact with the Congress” on 
Middle East measures. 


“Unless Congress does make | 


the President’s pledge a part 
of this resolution,” he said, “it 
will have surrendered its own 


power, and it would have made 
another obeisance to executive 
authority ...” 

Wants Provision On U.N. 

O’Mahoney called also for a 
specific statement in the reso- 
lution that Congress “recog- 
nizes no overriding authority 
of the United Nattons Security 
Council with respect to any 
constitutional exercise of the 
(war) power granted to the Con- 
gress by the Constitution.” 

The Wyoming Senator sug- 
gested further that the Presi- 
dent be barred from ordering 
any United States forces into 
action in the Middle East “until 
a report of the reasons has 
been made to the Congress, or, 
if the President deems it neces- 


sary to provide secrecy,” to ap- 
ga committees on Capitol | 
Hill. 

Both Senators were critical of 
Mr. Eisenhower's request for 
authority to spend $200,000,000 
in available foreign aid funds 
to buttress the defenses and 
economies of nations in the 
Middle East. Mr. Eisenhower 
asked for this authority “with- 
out regard to the provisions of 
any other law or. regulation.” 

O’Mahoney urged the com- 
mittees to “eliminate this blank 
check proviso.” 

Fulbright said that if Con- 
gress grants the $200,000,000 
request without restrictions, 
“how can you deny a similar 
request for two billions next 
year?”

Nationalities to Return Home 


Groups Forced to Move When Stalin Was 


in Power Were 


Opposing War Effort.

MOSCOW, Feb. 11 (AP) —, 
The Soviet government an- | 
nounced today it will permit | 
five minor Soviet nationalities 


torn from their homes in 1943- 
44 and condemned to exile to 
return to native. areas. 

The five nationalities are the 
Kalmuks, the Chechen-Ingush, 
the Karachais, Kabardins and 
Balkars. : 

The decree made no mention 
of two other nationalities sub- 
jected to this same treatment 
—the Crimean Tatars and Vol- 
ga Germans. 

The new law was read to the 
Supreme Soviet ament) 
which passed it without dissent. 
It was an attempt to put right 
one of the actions of Joseph 
Stalin. 

The decree branded _ the 
forced movement of these na- 
tionalities as “a gross violation 
of Leninist principles” which it 
said left whole areas temporari- 
ly barren of population. It or- 
dered the “liquidation of these 
errors and restoration to these 
peoples of their national au- 
tonomous rights and their re- 
turn to their former home- 


of the areas where these peo- | 
ples are now working and to 
avoid sudden strain on housing | 
and employment in their for- 
mer homelands. 

The decree restored the for- | 
mer Kabardino-Balkar auto-| 
nomous republic, the Chechen-

the Soviet Union.

Q. Why is it important to use 
freshly drawn cold water When 
making tea? 

A. Water left over in a kettle 
or reheated makes tea taste dull 
and flat. 

Q. Why is it important to use 


bubbling, boiling water to make - 


tea? 

A. Only bubbling, boiling wa- 
ter, poured over the tea can ex- 
tract the full flavor and benefits 
from the tea. 

What is 
the correct pro- 
portion of tea 
to water? 

A, Use one 
teabag or one 
teaspoonful of 
tea per cup 
(approximately 
6-ounce cup). 

Q. How long 
should tea be 
brewed? ‘ 

A. Brew hot. : 
tea nolessthan ea Kates 
three minutes and preferably 
not more than five. Under- 
brewed tea merely colors the 
water but does not release the 
pick-up qualities and flavor 
from the tea leaves. Overbrewed 
tea is apt to have a slightly bit- 
ter taste. 

Q@. Which is better 
cream or lemon with tea? 

A. Tea experts say milk is 
best because it lets the true fla- 
vor of tea come through. The 
fat globules in cream dulls the 
flavor. Lemon may be preferred

| Q@. What are the rules for 
/making a good cup of tea? 

A 


1. Always use a teapot. 
| 2. Use one teabag or one tea-

3. Use bubbling, boiling water. 
| 4 Brew tea three to five 
‘minutes. 

Q. Is there more caffeine in 
a cup of tea than in a cup of 
coffee? 

A. No. Tea contains three- 
fourths grain of caffeine while 
coffee contains one and one- 
half grains per cup. 

Q. Is there any difference in 
tea packed in teabags as com- 
pared with loose tea? 

A. No, not necessarily. Most 
tea packers use the same tea 
oo both loose and teabag pack- 
ng. 

Q. Does tea have any medici- 
nal value? 

A. Not in the true sense of 
the word “medicine.” A group 
of leading scientists recently 
compiled a booklet entitled 
“Symposium on Tea” which re- 
veals that tea aids digestion, 
relieves fatigue, picks you up 
and in general could make you 
“feel better.” 

Q. Why does the flavor of 
tea vary from time to time? 
| <A. There are several possible 
reasons. 

(1) Over or underbrewing tea. 

(2) Local water condition. 

(3) Rust inside a tea kettle

The party was a great suc- 
cess. ere were no casualties, 
not even a cut: finger or a 
tummy ache, and everyone had 
such a good time that the prin- 
cipal extended the lunch period 
an extra half-hour. 

Actually, the preparation of 
lunch in the classroom was only 
the highlight of a successful 
program conducted by Miss An- 
derson to make the youngsters 
aware of the importance of a 
well-balanced diet. 

“The whole thing was simply 
an outgrowth of our regular 
program of Og Peoperend plan- 
ning,” expla vivacious Miss 
Anderson. “Each teacher sits 
down with her class and talks 
things over with them, trying 
to find out what the children 
are interested in and want to 
know more about, Every time 
we had such a discussion some- 
one brought up the subject of 
food; in fact, I've never seen a 
group of youngsters who were 
so food conscious.” 

Principal Tout points out 
with some pride that the food 
unit is only one of a number of 
rewarding projects which the 
teachers in his 
developed as a result of these 
pupil-teacher planning sessions. 

Must Work Togéther. 

“When I started work on’ this 
food study, I did so with two 
objectives in mind,” says Miss 
Anderson with a soft drawl. 
“The first was twofold, to make 
the children conscious of the 
importance of eating foods 
from all of the seven basic 
groups and to dispel food prej- 
udices; the second was to teach 
them that we have to learn to 
live in a world of people and 
that everyone must work to- 
gether. Through our studies of 
where foods come from and how 
many persons work hard to 
grow, ship, process and distri- 
bute them, the children have 
learned how much we must all 
depend upon one another.” 

In working toward these two 
goals, Miss Anderson used ma- 
terials furnished by such food 
industry groups as the Wheat 
Flour Instute, American Insti- 
tute of Baking and the Dairy 
Council, adapting them to suit 
her needs and supplementing 
them with ideas of her own. 

One of the most helpful parts 
of the program was a three-day 
“food score.” Each child was 
furnished a survey chart, 
‘worked out by the Wheat hats

school have’ 


it. Over near the long windows 


and Monday. Foods eaten at 
school on Monday were re- 
corded by the teacher. 

Miss Anderson then tabulated 
the number of servings of food 
eaten by each child in every 
basic group, compared to the 
number which should have 
been eaten, thus arriving at a 
record of deficiencies. A report 
was then sent home rating the 
youngster’s diet as “Good,” 
“Fair” or Poor.” 

Out of a class of 24 children 
tine had a rating of “Good,” 11 
“Fair” and two “Poor,” with 
two absent during the test 
period. 

Not Enough Eggs. 

It is interesting to note that 
there were two outstanding de- 
ficiencies—eggs and vegetables, 
especially leafy green and yel- 
low vegetables. Eleven, or ex- 
actly half of the _ children 
seored, did not eat enough eggs. 

In her report to parents, Miss 
Anderson’ stressed that . the 
ratings meant that the child did 
or did not eat the required 
servings from the seven basic 
food groups in the three days, 
and did not mean poorly 
planned meals or poor, fair or 
good eating habits. 

(National surveys also indi- 
cate that the Adequacy of a 
child’s diet apparently does not 
follow a pattern in relation to 
the family income. Many chil- 
dren in lower income level 
groups eat well balanced meals, 
while those from high income 
families may score inadequate 
diets due to food prejudices or 
poor eating habits). 

~*~ * * 


Favorite “project of the chil- 
dren was the construction of a 
“food train’? which has become 
a prized possession of the class. 
Under the direction of the art 
teacher, Mrs. Robert Roberge, 
shoe boxes, spools and an oat- 
meal were converted into 
a locomotive and seven cars 
numbered to represent the basic 
food groups. Homework con- 
sisted of clipping colored food 
pictures from magazines to be 
brought to school, classified by 
proper groups and placed in the 
corresponding cars. 

Such words as carbohydrates 
and proteins, incomprehensible 
to 6-year-olds, were translated 
into understandable terms— 
“furnace ' foods” 
“growing foods” and “storage 
foods” for energy. 

The nutrition study, which 
was completed last week, tied 
in with several other subjects. 
Arithmetic was involved when 
figuring how foods are sold— 
by the gallon, the dozen or 
pound. Geography played a role 
in learning where the various 
foods came from; musi¢ was in- 


cluded by popular request when | 


the youngsters begged to “learn 
some food songs.” 
* * J 

The consuming interest of the 
moppets in the subject of food 
has brushed off onto their fami- 
lies: Many mothers, in writing 
‘reports on the improved eating 
habits of their children, added 
that the whole family had be- 
come nutrition-minded. So if 
managers of food stores in the 
Brentwood area note a sudden 
increase in the sales of eggs 
and vegetables, it probably can 
be traced back to the first grade 
of Frazier school. 

Reasons For It. 

Nor. is this interest on the 
part of the youngsters purely 
academic. A chat with them 
concerning their future plans 
proved that they have their 

hiy personal reasons for 
learning to eat correctly.

City police blamed “members 
of the Montgomery branch of 
the Ku Klux Klan” for the 
dynamiting that followed the 
end of city bus segregation. 
But a Klan spokesman said 


does not sanction nor does it 
condone such violence.” The 
Klansman, who refused to be 
identified, said he ‘“‘understood” 
some of the seven white men 
charged with participating in 
the violence belong to the KKK. 

Four men are charged with 
Jan. 10 bombings of Negro 
churches and homes and a serv- 
ice station-taxicab stand since 
Montgomery city busses were 
racially integrated Dec. 21. 

The other three are charged 
with misdemeanors of con- 
spiracy in connection with dyna- 
mite bundles that failed to go 
off at two homes of pro-integra- 
tion ministers, one Negro and 
one white. 

One of the four is also 
charged: with shooting at one 
of the city busses racially inte- 
grated by federal court order. 
Five other times busses were 
fired on between Dec. 26 and 
Jan. 9. 

Police Chief G. J. Ruppen- 
thal said he met yesterday with 
“prosecuting officials who will 
present these cases to the grand 
jury and all: law enforcement 
officers who actively partici- 
pated in the investigations.” 

After the meeting he said 
“our investigation, corroborated 
by statements of some of the 
accused themselves, shows that 
these (four) bombings were per- 
petrated by members of the 
Montgomery branch of the Ku 
Klux Klan.” 

Referring to the Klan, Ruppen- 
thal said “this organization, 
through its members and 
friends, is now engaged in col- 
lecting money for the defense 
of those accused of these acts 
of violence.” 

Jack Brock, chairman of the 
Alabama segregation defense 
fund that has set a $60,000 goal 
for door-to-door collections, 
said: 

“The purpose of Ruppenthal’s 
statement was obviously to pre- 
vent the securing of funds with 
which to employ adequate legal 
counsel, and also to try to 
prejudice these seven de- 
fendants before the public.”

The 
Werguson-Florissant R-2 School Dis- 
trict is one of the fastest-growing 
districts in St. Louis county. Its 
school population has increased at 
the rate of from 700 to 1000 children 
m year for the last five years. Ac- 
cording to projections made by 
county, municipal and school au- 
thorities this growth will continue 
for the next five years or more. 

It is necessary to have at least 30 
vlassrooms to adequately house 1000 
additional children, and 30 addition- 
al classrooms are almost useless un- 
less 30 teachers can be employed 
to.teach in them. While our teach- 
ers. work for almost nothing today, 
eer find it decidedly unattractive 

o work at no salary at all. Hence 
the necessary 20-cent increase in the 
tax levy which “Fergusonite” finds 
go objectionable. 

I would challenge “Fergusonite” 
to substantiate his inference that 
the School Board is proposing un- 
necessary taxes. He might also con- 
sider this fact. It costs approximate- 
ly $250 a year to educate each child 
‘attending school in this district. If 
he owns a $12,000 home and a late- 
model auto, he is paying about $150 
per year in school taxes. If he has 

wo children attending school, he 
s getting $350 return on his invest- 
ment each year. 

I fear that if many concur in 
“Fergusonite’s” views our schools 
will be hard pressed to operate, let 
alone maintain their present stand-

Piling It On? 

Senatorial investigators have shifted empha- 
sis from the failure of American oil companies 
to supply Europe with thé promised 500,000 bar- 
rels a day to the domestic oil price increase im- 
posed in the name of the Suez emergency. 

Senator O’Mahoney of Wyoming, presiding 
over the investigation, approves the call of a 
federal grand jury for March 4 to look into a 
possible price-fixing conspiracy contrary to the 
anti-trust laws. But he also says there is no 
justification for the price boost, and that the 
Administration should have blocked it since “the 
evidence developed so far in our investigation 
shows that the Government was advised in ad- 
vance that there would be a price increase.” 

President Eisenhower last week warned the 
industry to step up European shipments, but he 
did not touch on prices. Yet representatives of 
the Administration—notably Assistant Secretary 
of the Interior Felix E. Wormser; Hugh Stewart, 
director of the department's Oil and Gas divi- 
sion, and Director of Defense Mobilization Ar- 
thur S. Flemming—indicated that they do not 
favor direct Government action either to step 
up shipments or to control prices. 

Another witness, McGregor Smith, chairman 
of the board of the Florida Power & Light Co., 
however, said that if the Executive branch of the 
Government does not persuade the companies 
to roll back prices, Congress should vote price 
controls. He said that an average increase of 
75 cents a barrel in fuel oil prices since Novem- 
ber has raised his firm’s fuel costs by $6,000,000 
—an increase it must pass on to its customers, 
He added: 

If the oil industry can make this increase 
stick, there is no need of trying to close 
the barn door, and I doubt if it would 
be worthwhile to find the horses. 

Despite the European situation, there is more 
than enough gasoline available in the United 
States, according to Senator O’Mahoney. Even 
Europe does not need gasoline, but crude oil for 
industrial uses. Yet the oil companies are send- 
ing 50,000 barrels of unwanted gasoline across 
the Atlantic every day. This is blamed on small 
companies to which the big ones are turning 
for some crude. The small companies, it is said, 
insist on “tie-in” sales of some gasoline. Even 
so, the Senators are convinced that the supply 
and demand situation does not warrant higher 
prices. They feel that the Suez crisis is an ex- 
cuse to charge what the traffic will bear. 

On the other hand, Mr. Stewart told the inves- 
tigators that he was not surprised by last 
month’s 35-cents-a-barrel increase in the price 
of crude. And Mr. Wormser said that he did 
not protest against this because he believed it 
was beyond his power, and that to protest would 
be “interfering in the free enterprise system.” 

That system, however, is not utterly without 
inhibitions. The oil industry is relatively free 
of regulation, but it is not exempt from the laws 
against price conspiracies—even granted some 
freedom to meet Europe’s emergency needs. 

The industry’s impact ‘on regulated public 
utilities certainly was illuminated by the Florida 
Power & Light testimony. Oil prices obviously 
affect public transportation; and since automo- 
biles are so vital to business and employment, 
even their drivers may want some protection. An 
industry as favored as oil might be expected to 
follow a more public-minded policy. 

What is needed most of all, of course, is a 
thorough and fair examination of the facts. 
Meanwhile it is interesting to note that Mr. 
Wormser told the Senators that if “the right 
people make the appeal strong enough” the oil 
companies would co-operate to provide more 
crude for Europe. Would an appeal from the 
same quarter also induce the companies to re- 

spect the American consumer's pocketbook?

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The Truckers Raise an Issue 

A bill to increase both weight and length 
limits of truckson*Missouri highways has been 
introduced in the State Senate. Supported by 
the Missouri Bus and Truck Association, it may 
arouse opposition because of the arrogance of 
the truck lobby seven years ago. 

‘The new bill should be considered only on its 
merits, but it also has to be considered against 
the whole range of highway legislation. 

Senators J, F. Patterson of Caruthersville and 
James P. Kelly of Trenton, who introduced the 
measure, argue that present Missouri law com- 
pels truckers to engage in costly unloading or 
transhipment of cargoes before crossing this 
state. The sponsors say only eight other states 
limit truck lengths to 45 feet and a majority 
permit loads two tons above Missouri's 60,010- 
pounds limit. Therefore they propose a length 
limit of 50 feet and load limit of 64,650 pounds. 

This bill does not call for additional fees for 
the additional weights. Yet granted that Mis- 
souri’s limits do cause some obstruction to inter- 
state trucking, the people of this state would un- 
doubtedly be mere willing to accept bigger 
trucks if they were sure the trucks would pay 
a fair share of highway costs. The question can 
hardly be avoided. 

Increasing truck weights means increasing 
highway costs, Studies have shown what any 
observant motorist knows: a 30-ton truck does 
far more damage to a road than a ton-and-a-half 
passenger car, and the damage increases faster 
than the increase in weight. :

Sponsors of the new bill for heavier weights 
say it has the approval of the Missouri Highway 
Department. If so, the same Highway Depart- 
ment might tell Missouri whether truckers are 
paying a fair share of the cost of roads built to 
truck specifications.

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Caution on Sanctions 

Fear that the United States might be caught 
in @ squeeze over sanctions against Israel 
prompted long-distance telephone conversations 
between President Eisenhower and Secretary 
of State Dulles. And United Nations Secretary 
Dag Hammarskjold has warned that sanctions 
might complicate the Middle East situation. 

The Arab bloc is demanding-sanctions to force 
Israel out of the Gaza strip and the Gulf of 
Aqaba region. Israel, with France behind her, 


refuses to get out unconditionally. The Israeli 


Government wants some United Nations assur- 
ance of protection against Egyptian attacks from 
the Gaza strip and against Egyptian blockade of 
Israeli ships on the Aqaba Gulf. 

Both Mr. Eisenhower and Mr. Dulles are said 
to wish to proceed with utmost caution in the 
case of sanctions. And though it may seem 
somewhat strange to find Senate Republican 
Leader Knowland on the side of caution with 
regard to the U.N,, the California Senator has 
made a strong case agaifst sanctions for Israel. 

Senator Knowland said in effect that the 
U.N. could not morally support sanctions against 
Israel, when it would not impose sanctions 
against Russia in the Hungarian crisis (and, he 


might have added, against India in the Kashmir | 


crisis), The supposition would be that sanctions 
were imposed against Israel only because she 
was small and powerless to defy them. 

This position is gaining widé support from 
all sides of the Senate. Senator Wiley of Wis- 
consin, senior Republican on the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, advises that sanctions would 
be neither fair nor effective. Senators Ives and 
Javits of New York have urged Mr. Dulles to 
resist sanctions. . 

Meanwhile Israel is standing fast. Foreign 
Minister Golda Meir says sanctions will not 
drive Israel from the Gaza or Aqaba regions 


“without guarantees” of security. And while . 


it may be said that Israel has no business in 
those areas, it may also be said that no nation 
in her position would be likely to retreat with- 
out security guarantees. 

At this point in history Middle Eastern peace 
depends on negotiations with both Israel and 
the Arab bloc, and not on threats to one and 
compromise with the other. For the United 
States the best answer to being caught in a 
squeeze is to apply some pressure to both sides. 


Big Switch 

Three members of the Board of Freeholders 
have changed their minds on the kind of alder- 
manic body to be contained in the new Charter. 

Freeholders Major B. Einstein, Henry B. 
Pflager and Frank L. G. Weiss say they will 
back the 7-7-1 aldermanic plan over the 14-4-1 
plan they previously had supported. Fine. 

The 7-7-1 plan provides for the election of 
seven Aldermen by wards and seven others and 
the board president from the city at large. Such 
a combination gives representation to both the 
neighborhood and ¢Community-wide points of 
view. It would be a decided improvement on 
the city’s present plan under which the ward 
view predominates—frequently to the detriment 
of St. Louis as a whole. 

The three Freeholders who made the switch 
are to be congratulated for having seen. the 
need to make an effective change in the alder- 
manic system. ‘ The five Freeholders who sup- 
ported this plan'from the start also ought nat 
to be overlooked. They are Chairman George 
L. Stemmler, Frederick E. Busse, Dr. Ralph 
Kinsella, Melvin H. Krah and Mrs. Conrad 
Sommer. 

Another who has come out for 7-7-1 is Chair- 


‘man John J. Dwyer of the Democratic City Com- 


mittee. Mr. Dwyer is a professional in local pol- 
itics. On the basis of the sorry performance of 
the professionals as a group with respect to mu- 
nicipal reform, some may be tempted to question 
Mr. Dwyer’s intentions. We think results are 
more important than motives. What counts 
here is the principle that to improve the Board 
of Aldermen at least half of its members must 
be elected at large—as in the 7-7-1 plan. 

The principle is a geod one, and Mr. Dwyer 
sets a good example for his professional col- 
leagues in supporting it.

The Soviet nuclear power program 
embraces three large-scale power-reac- 
tor systems; their relative merits are to 


be explored within the next five years. 

On the basis of experience thus ac- 
quired, the 1961-65 five-year plan will 
be drafted. 

The five large stations, each of a ca- 
pacity of between 400,000 and 600,000 
kw., will serve as base-load stations in 
parts of the country which have to con- 
tend with fuel supply difficulties. Two

Another 400,000 kw. plant was started 
some 300 miles south of Moscow early 
in 1956 and may be completed in 1959.

Nuclear power capacity to be in- 
stalled in the U.S.S.R. before 1961 is 
planned to 2 to 2.5 million kw., and 
compares with under 1000 kw. now 
planned for the same period in the 
United States. 

This new capacity will not only be a 
valuable addition to the Soviet power 
generation resources, working at an 
average cost no higher, if not lower, 
than similar plants to be «constructed 
in regions remote from coalfields, but 
will also represent a great fund of ex- 
perience and reservoir of trained spe- 
cialists when the time comes to expand 
the nuclear program even further. 


The country’s energy demand grows 
at an enormous rate and appears per- 
manently unsatisfied. 

Thus it matters little if in 20 years’ 
time these reactors are technically out- 
dated; as long as they remain opera- 
tional at not too excessive cost they 
will continue to make their contribution. 


Key to Industrial Supremacy? 


Further research on reactor systems 
and power generation is now the object 
of a special organization, the Central 
Atomic Enefgy Authority, a body un- 
encumbered by military tasks in its 
pursuit of civilian nuclear goals. 

Everything points to the conclusion 
that atomic power has captured the 
imagination of Soviet leaders, that they 
regard it as the key to future energy 
abundance and world industrial su- 
premacy; that they are prepared to 
back up their conviction by massive in- 
vestments, less, one even feels, as the 
result of king cost calculations 
than as a bold act of faith. 

The British act of faith in the Calder 
Hall design seems already vindicated. 
Soviet confidence in their own large- 
scale designs is also likely to pay divi- 
dends in the future. And it is precisely 
this bold faith in the future of nuclear 
power which seems to be lacking in the 
administration of the U.S. program. 

Belief seems to be prevalent that the 
seemingly inexhaustible U.S. power re- 
sources (but which are only of approxi- 
mately the same absolute size as the 
Soviet power potential) will remain in- 
exhaustible forever, that there is no 
need to hurry with the development of 
new power sources, that the time has 
not yet come for large investments in 
nuclear power, that the U.S. will for- 
ever, without special effort on its part, 
remain in the forefront, of nuclear 
development. ; 

Near-psychological considerations such 
as these, even more than paper calcula- 
tions of capacity planned and dollars 
invested, seem to arouse doubts about 
the sufficiency of the U.S. effort. 

It is the urgency and confidence in 
nuclear power, inspired by a realistic 
appraisal of world energy demand, 
which this Soviet program represents, 
that doubts whether America’s 
lead in mic developments will be 
maintained fer long.

F OUR months at the Brex- 
0 ton Hotel I have only a 

blurred impression of a 
quiet family hotel, of a pleasant 
double room, of meals alone 
with my mother, and of rather 
forlorn afternoon excursions to 
the house on Preston street, 
about which had so suddenly 
descended a mysterious and 
disturbing barrier. For.the first 
time I came to know loneliness 
as loneliness can only be known 


‘in the excruciatingly sensitive - 


perceptions of childhood. 


This would have been an in- 
terval of quiet desperation for 
anyone less blithe of spirit than 
my mother. Like most Southern 
women, she was a wonderful 
cook. She could also sew. Un- 
til I went off .to boarding 
school, all my clothes were 
made by her, and afterward 
they were made by a seam- 
stress from patterns selected 
and adapted by her. Now, in 
an effort to give me a few more 
nice things, she decided to put 
this one useful talent to work 
by making children’s ‘clothes 
for the Women’s Exchange. 


Fortunately, Uncle Sol was 
helping toward our support. 
Every month he deposited a sum 
of money in her account at 
his bank. The trouble was that 
the amount was almost never 
the same. One month it might 
be quite enough to take care of 
the important bills, the next 
month barely enough to cover 
the rent. Whether this was a 
banker’s way of reminding a gay 
and (by Warfield standards) 
frivolous widow of the hazards 
of independence I shall never 
know. But however generous 
Uncle Sol’s intent — and my 
mother and I had reason to be 
grateful to him—the ever-shift- 
ing contribution complicated 
things for us. 

Nor did I ever know the exact 
circumstances that finally in- 
duced my mother to accept Aunt 
Bessie’s invitation to make our 
home with her. At this late date 
there survives only the dim 
memory of thankfulness at es- 
caping from the confinement of 
a hotel. 

From my Aunt Bessie’s house 
I went to my first school. It 
was called Mists O’Donnell’s 
after its founder, Miss Ada 
O’Donnell, now Mrs. Sanchez 
Boone, who still lives in Balti- 
more. The schoolhouse had been 
her own home, and she did most 
of the teaching herself, while 
managing some 30 or so restless 
boys and girls, all of whom 
came from the circle of families 
residing in the neighborhood 
centering on Calvert, St. Paul 
and Charles streets. : 

I went to Miss O’Donnell’s for 
several years. While I don’t re- 
call too clearly just what we 
actually learned there, a single 
vivid memory suggests that I 
must have been proud of what 
I did know. Miss O’Donnell 
liked to tell us stories from 
English history and ask ques- 
tions abeut the stories the next 


ay. 

One day she asked who had 
tried to blow up the House of 
Parliament. Remembering that 
it was Guy Fawkes, I proudly 
shot up my hand, only to have 
the boy sitting behind me shout 
out the answer. I was so mad 
I wheeled around and smacked 
— on the head with my pencil 


x. 

While I was attending this 
school, my mother decided to 
move again. This time she took 
a Small apartment in the Pres- 
ton Apartment House on Pres- 
ton street, some three or four 
blocks away from my grand- 
mother’s house. About this time 
my mother started to dabble in 
real estate — not too seriously 
and certainly without conspicu- 
ous success. It was in her na- 
ture to shed material concerns 
as birds shed rain. She lived for 
laughter; the gay quip was the 
only currency she really valued. 
Her mind was quick and her 
tongue even quicker. 

Precarious as were our per- 
sonal fortunes, mother was de- 
termined that I should be 
brought up in the right way. 
Baltimore then had. not more 
than two or three girls’ schools 
for the small fry of its leading 
families. The most expensive 
and fashionable was Bryn Mawr, 
not to be confused with the col- 
lege of that name. Arundell— 
the one to which,I went, at 10 
—was not as expensive. ‘It was 
on St. Paul street facing Mount 
Vernon Place in what had been 
a private house —a small red 
brick building the interior of 
which had been made over, not 
with entire success, into class- 
rooms. 

Presiding over this establish- 
ment was a remarkable woman 
-— Miss Carroll, a strict, gray- 
haired despot who usually 
dressed in black. The Arundell 
of my youth, like the Baltimore 
of my youth, was a remarkably 
sheltered . little world. Their 
families all being more or less 
of a piece, the girls of ‘Arundell 
were more or less similar. 

Whatever else Arundell may 
have done for us, it imparted 
in its calm routine a real feel- 
ing of being part of a group— 
an important thing for a child. 
And it was especially important 
for someone like me, an only 
child brought up by an indul- 
gent mother and doting grand- 
mother and aunt. 

Arundell dissolved the self- 
centered little world where I 
had everything my own way, 
and replaced it with the real 
people of my own age. In a sur- 
prisingly short time I longed 
to be just like all the other 
children but only more so. Be- 
cause all the other girls wore 
what were called Peter Thomp- 
son suits—short pleated skirts, 
with a white middy overblouse, 
the feminine counterpart of the 
small boy's sailor suit—I in- 
sisted on having a Peter Thomp- 
son, too. My mother made mine; 
and the day I wore it to school, 
I hoped that everybody would 
notice me. 

In this and countless other 
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ways my mother did everything 
within her power to clear the 
way for me. No doubt she 
spoiled me, and I realize now 
that I must have taken ad- 
vantage of her. All the same, 
she had no inhibitions about re- 
sorting to old-fashioned meas- 
ures whenever, in her judg- 
ment, something more salutary 
than a scolding was indicated. 
She possessed a rather heavy 
silver hairbrush, and more than 
once the back of it was applied 
accurately and vigorously to 
that part of my anatomy where 
a woman’s hairbrush finds its 
only other important use. 

Because I was anxious to win 
the esteem of my teachers, I 
studied hard. If I was not the 
best scholar in my class, I was 
certainly among the most earn- 
est. My desk was usually singled 
out as a model of neatness; I 
always did my homework.

UT I do not wish to suggest 
Bima I was a bookworm or of 

a solitary temperament, 
There was a lively crowd of girls 
my own age in the neighborhood 
and we used to gather at the 
houses of one or another of us 
almost every day to skip rope, 
play with our dolls, or play that 
unique game boys never learn 
and girls never forget—jacks. 

English and history were my 
best subjects in school. I usu- 
ally got high marks in both. 
Nature had equipped me with a 
24-hour memory, and before an 
examination I would learn the 
essential points by heart. This 
small gift was useful in every- 
thing but mathematics. This 
subject defied me to the end. 

One of the best things Arun- 
dell did for me was to introduce 
me to athletics. Because of the 
scarcity of masculine influence 
in my family circle, I was in- 
clined to be rather prissily fem- 
inine. The important sport the 
first year at Arundell was “Cap- 
tain Ball,” a little girls’ version 
of basketball. The older girls 
played regular basketball. There 
was nothing I desired more 
fiercely in my childhood than 
to make these teams, and when 
my wish was granted, I experi- 
enced an elation of an intensity 
seldom equaled since. 

Soon after I started school at 
Arundell, another change oc- 
curred in my life. We had re- 
cently moved out of the Preston 
street apartment into a house at 
212 Biddle street, the first 
house of our own. 

One afternoon, on my return 
from school, mother met me 
with the statement that she had 
something important to tell me. 
She gently informed me that 
after long reflection she had 
decided to marry again. 

The man who wanted to 
marry her was one who had 
often visited us. 

His name was John Freeman 
Rasin. He was the son of the 
Democratic party leader of‘ Bal- 
timore and a member of a weal- 
thy and politically prominent 
family. If not exactly hand- 
some, being on the heavy side, 
my mother’s suitor was a pleas- 
ant man. He had an infectious 
laugh, and I had liked him un- 
til my mother told me of her in- 
tention to marry him.

WAS dismayed.I burst into 
| tears. The idea that my moth- 

er might one day marry again 
had never occurred to me. 

I could not bear to contem- 
plate sharing her with some- 
body else. In my shock I cried 
out to my mother that I would 
never let her marry Mr. Rasin. 
Seeking a way to bring me 
around, Mother summoned Aunt 
Bessie Merryman and Cousin 
Lelia to add the weight of their 
arguments. They began to talk 
excitedly about the plans for 
the wedding itself. It would be 
in our own house, with all the 
Warfield and Montague rela- 
tives on hand, and everyone all 
dressed up, and, best of all, a 
beautiful wedding cake. Hidden 
inside this cake would be a ring, 
a silver thimble, and a bright 
new dime. 

“Just think,” Cousin Lelia ex- 
claimed, “you'll be among the 
first to cut the cake, and maybe 
you ‘ll find one of these treas- 

ures.’ 

That prospect broke down my 
last barriers of resistance. The 
newspaper accounts of the wed- 
ding list me as having “at- 
tended” my mother. This was 
a misleading picture of my 
actual role. More truthfully I 
wat in attendance upon 
wedding cake. While the cere-

mony was in progress in the 
parlor, I slipped out and made 
my way to the dining room, 
where the cake stood unguarded 
on the table, ringed by white 
phiox and smilax. 

It was never in my mind, I 
am sure, to damage the beauty 
of the cake in the slightest. MP 
only object was to determine 
the precise location of the ring, 
the thimble, and the dime. And 
I had in fact located the thimble 
and was probing for the dime 
when there came a gasp from 
the dining-room door, through 
which my mother and new step- 
father were leading their guests. 

The cake was not exactly a 
shambles, but neither could it 
be said that its original beauty 
had survived unmarred, and 
there was I, caught in the 
dreadful act. Then, as I whirled 
around, a roar of laughter went 
up, and I felt myself being 
hoisted into the air, almost to 
the ceiling. Finally I came face 
to face with a very red and 
happy Mr. Rasin—and all he 
did, of course, was to give me 
a great big kiss. 

In time I became fond of Mr. 
Rasin—I always so addressed 
him—but he remained some- 
thing of a mystery to me, So 
far as I could tell he never 
went to the office, nor did he 
have any formal occupation. 
Having inherited a comfortable 
income from a trust fund, he 
seemed to have no anibition to 
do anything, but spent his time 
about the house, except for an 
occasional quiet -afternoon at 
the corner saloon with his po- 
litical cronies. 


However, there was no mis- 
taking the fact that with Mr. 
Rasin’s advent our fortunes 
took a quick turn for the bet- 
ter. He was very good to me, I 
cannot remember his ever 
having scolded me or his even 
uttering a cross word in my 
hearing. As if I were not al- 
ready spoiled enough, he tried 
to make me feel that I was his 
own daughter. One of his first 
gifts to me was an aquarium 
stocked with beautifully col- 
ored tropical fish. He also gave 
me my first pet, a French bull- 
dog that I named “Bully.” 
Meanwhile, my mother’s life 
became secure, if not actually 
serene. 


In June, 1912, I was gradu- 
ated from Arundel]. All the 
girls I knew were headed for 
one or another of the two Balti- 
more county boarding schools, 
St. Timothy’s or Oldfields. My 
choice was Oldfields, where my 
mother and Aunt Bessie had 
gone, and once more Uncle Sol 
generously came forward to pay 
the bills. 

The school is at Glencoe, Md., 
in the hills beyond Timonium, 
where I had spent many happy 
Warfield summers. My mother 
took me there on the train, and 
I was pleased to observe, as we 
drove up in a carriage, that it 
hardly looked like a school at 
all. The principal building had 
been a big country house, to 
which had been added a large 
wing that served as a dormitory, 
Grouped about it were a gym- 
nasium, an infirmary, and on a 
low rise beyond stood a lovely 
gray stone parish church. 


The co-principal of Oldfields 
was a replica of my grandmoth- 
er. We called her Miss Nan— 
her name was Anna G. McCul- 
loh. Sharing the direction of 
the school was her brother, the 
Rev. Duncan McCulloch. They 
were a highly individualistic 
pair, even to the point of spell- 
ing the family name differently. 

When I went there, one of 40 
girls, Miss Nan was 62 years old. 
She was tall, spare, precise of 
movement and speech; her iron- 
gray hair was brushed into a 
severe pompadour; and like my 
grandmother she. unfailingly 
wore black dresses with little 
white turndown collars. Miss 
Nan was Oldfields, and the 
school was Miss Nan. 

Boarding school is a memor- 
able experience in any girl’s 
life, and it was so for me, but 
I seriously doubt that the de- 
tails of my sedate and unevent- 
ful two years there could be 
made memorable for anybody 
else. Whatever happened to me 
at Oldfields, however fascinat- 
ing it may have seemed at the 
time, was exactly what hap- 
pened to all the other girls 
around me. How much we ac- 
tually learned was, of course, 
uestion. Perhaps the 


really i rtant thing about a 


girl’s boarding school, at least 
in my time, was Its success in 
conducting its young charges 
across the threshold of adoles- 
cence. 


At Oldfields, the hazardous 
way was indicated by a stern 
commandment, “Gentleness and 
courtesy are expected of the 
girls at all times,” posted on the 
door of every room in the dor- 
mitory. 

“Gentleness and Courtesy”— 
these were the ideals toward 
which Miss Nan steadily in- 
clined the green twigs to her 
care.

N the epring of my first year 
| at Oldfields, the walls of my 

little castle of contentment 
were brought tumbling down by 
another family tragedy. My 
mother and Mr. Rasin had 
recently moveé to Atlantic City. 
My stepfather was suffering 
from Bright's disease, and the 
hope was that the sea air would 
help to restore him. 

One spring day—the date was 
April 4, 1913—Mliss Nan called 
me out of the classroom and 
informed me as gently as she 
could that Mr. Rasin had died, 
Even through the surge of con- 
cern I felt for my mother, I 
realized how deep had become 
my affection for my stepfather. 

On the day of the funeral my 
mother looked so tiny and lost 
and pathetic that my heart 
broke. 

“I had not thought,” shé whis- 
pered to me, “that it was pos- 
sible to be hurt so much 6&0 
soon.” Her second marriage had 
lasted not quite five years. 

No doubt Oldfields was an 
old-fashioned school that was 
old-fashioned even for its time. 
But I cannot put down the feel- 
ing that a good word should be 
spoken in defense of its outlook 
and particularly the high im- 
portance it attached to “Gentle- 
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ness and Courtesy.” The grand- 
daughters of my friends, who 
are products of today’s so-called 
progressive institutions, strike 
me, from time to time, as rather 
brash and uninhibited. They 
suggest to me that the pendu- 
lum of reform has swung too 
far in the other direction. 

No doubt they, with all their 
comparative freedom, have a 
much livelier time of it at 
boarding school than did the 
girls of my generation, Still, I 
wonder whether with just a 
slight genuflection in the direc- 
tion of the older and simpler 


female virtues, they might not 
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have a better time afterward— 
that is, for the rest of their 
lives. 

Almost before I knew it, my 
Oldfields days were over. At 
that time there was no formal 
graduation, and the class of 
1914 went out into the world 
without fanfare or celebration,

“We hear so much about the 
lack of sufficient students in- 
terested in science and allied 
fields, and yet so little is done 
to help those willing to work 
hard in these fields. What can 
be told my daughter and those 
other children upon graduation 
from high school—that this 
country of plenty and oppor- 
tunity will not help them?”

THIS WOMAN lives in Flor- 
ida, but she might live any- 
where in this country and her 
problem might be the same.

These five points were print- 
ed in the New York State Jour- 
nal of Medicine a couple of 
years ago. Certainly our lives 
will be richer and we will re- 
main young longer if we follow 
these.
